On August 8, 1982 Harry V. Robotis departed for Greece 
representing that he was going to do shopping for olives, peppers, 
feta cheese, olive oil and other items on behalf of Kronos Importing 
Co., Inc. and International Gourmet Imports, Ltd. 


Prior to that, on or about February 15, 1982, Robotis contacted 
Kutner with a purpose of refinancing Kronos of which he was the 
Presi dent, but Kronos was a subsidiary of Treasure Island. Inc, of 
which I 

_| but his ownership 

was not legally disclosed because he had killed a boy with his 
automobile and was exposed to a large judgment. b6

_ Kutner invited Walter Hell er and Company, through its 

I I to conduct an audit-inquiry to 

determine whether Kronos was a worthy credit risk since Robotis 
and Kron os were seeking refinancing between $650,000 and $1,000,000.00. 
I I conducted a’spot-audit' and discovered that Kronos was very 

badly managed and had aged accounts receivable beyond six months 
and that the assets of inventory and accounts receivable did not b6 
justify any credit whatsoever, no matter what the amount. b7c 

Subsequently, Barclay Bank was solicited and I ~] 

was assigned to the account. When she completed her ‘spot audit J and 
discovered the total lack of responsible'bookkeeping and auditing 
rejected any further consideration of any loan to Kronos. 


With this development; Robotis thought it would be wise to 
organize another corporation which would have a clean and fresh image 
but which would be an adjunct arm of Kronos Importing Co., Inc. 
Subsequently International Gourmet Imports, Ltd. was organized 
wholly owned by Robotis and a different address was arranged through 
the rental of space and telephone messages c/o Dorothy’s AAA Telephone 
Service - Room 1708, 105 W. Madison.St., Chicago, Ill. 


It was necessary to have a fresh audit of Kronos so as to 
present to any finance company a proper and complete audit $ Kutner 
recommended the CPA firm of Thomas Havey and Co. and I I 

was assigned to the account. It was quickly ascertained that the 
previous auditors of Kronos, Albert Smith and Co. had been 
manipulating th e books of Kronos at the direction of I I 

I I of Treasure Island, which wa s alleged by Robotis. 

Robotis furthe r stated thatl ~L with the knowledge and 

cooperation of I H used Kronos as a bookkeeping 

dumping grounds for Treasure Island for the purpose of avoiding 
Federal and State taxes. In the interim Associates Commercial 
Corporation, through T I . was selected for the purpose 

of refinancing Kronos. Robotis then disclosed that he had an
